organisation,— tho, main project* this 
past yoori This' year there were seven 
boys' 4-H clubs, nineteen girls' clubs, 
with Ttlnoteon men leaders and.thirty- 
tliroo women loaders. Two hundred 
and twenty-eight boys wero enrolled 
with 152 completing, and 243 girls 
were enrolled with 201 completing. 
Nino judging teams and eleven dem- 
onstration teams were trained. The 
farm .adviser mado 766 farm visits on' 
611 farms. Ho spent 145. days In tho 
office and 164 days In tho field. There 
were 3,705 offlco and telephone calls, 
229 news articles written, 6,864 indi- 
vidual letters written, olghty-two cir- 
culars prepared, 0,600 bulletins' sent 
out, four radio talks made, and eleven 
exhibits made. Two hundred and 
ninety meetings wore held with an 
attendance of 17,063 people. Special- 
ists spent forty-seven days In. tho 
county. Farm Advisor Qllkerson spent 
eighteen days on crops, eight days on 
truck gardening and fruits, one day, 
on Insects', two on agricultural eco- 
nomics, sixteen on soils, fourteen on 
poultry, thlrtoon on dairy, seven ..on 
livestock, six on farm management 
ten on marketing, thirteen. on com- 
munity activities, six with" organiza- 
tions and 177 with club work. 

After Advisor Gllkerson's report 
tho meeting was. turned over to Presi- 
dent W. Darroll of tho Lako County 
Farm Supply Company, who spoke of 
the supply company and tho fine co- 
operation which the fnrmors of Lake 
county wero giving to this now organ- 
ization. , Following this, tho secre- 
tary's report was given by D. H. Mlnto, 
and treasurer's report by R. C. Hal- 
lock, assistant treasurer. 

In Manager R. L. Murrlo's report 
he stated that the second year of tho 
Lako County Farm Supply Company's 
operation was very successful, with 
don bio the volume of business of tho 
first year. Tho year, by vote of the 
l>onrd of directors, was closed Octo- 
ber 31. During that time they had a 
total voliimo of $202,000 . business, 
with a profit of $16,800. About 36,800 
was paid back to OSS patrons who 
were entitled to a refund. The re- 
funds ranged from as small as 25 
conts to S1S6. Tho average amount 
refunded per member was $10. Dur- 
ing the early part of the year It was 
decided to build a branch plant at 
Lake Zurich, in order to give bettor 
service to members In the southern 
part of Lako county and also the 
northern part of Cook county. Stor- 
age 'tanks were erected and a ware- 
house built, where a full stock Is car- 
ried at all times. Mr. Murrle slated 
that during the ten months of busi- 
ness the Farm Supply 'Company hand- 
led 116 carload shipments of .dairy 
and. poultry feeds, twenty-two carload 
shipments- of oth'er products such as 
twine, salt, potatoes, seeds, fertilizers, 
three cars of lubricating oils, sixty- 
five cars of gasoline and kerosene, or 
a total of 205 carload shipments. 
More than 500,000 gallons of gasoline 
and kerosene alone were sold. Tho 
company Is on a solid financial foun- 
dation from tho loyal support given 
by its members. 

L. It Marchant, manager of tho Illi- 
nois Farm Supply Company, told of 
the Increase in tho state organization. 
This past year tho county organiza- 
tions, through the Illinois Farm Sup- 
ply Company, ranked fifth hi tho 
amount of gasoline tax paid Into the 
state treasury. They have averaged 
two tralnlonds of gasoline per week. 
The quality handled by thi> Illinois 
Farm Supply Company Is second to 
none. Mr. Marchant urged the fann- 
ers to patronize their own organiza- 
tion.

"The telophone company has also 
furnished tho department with a codo 
number to bo used by flremon only, 
in making calls to got the location of 
tho fire, ns there are certain firomen 
who havo duties to perform and they 
must got the information as soon a» 
possible. No information will bo givou 
out to anyone except firemen. 

Have Police Powers. 
"Whon the fire siren blows all 
active firomen have the powers of 
police officers, given them by an ordi- 
nance drawn when Uie department 
was first' organized and for. this rea- 
son It Is well that the public co-oper- 
ate with .the department nt all times, 
and not interfere with Its progress, 
as the chief and his men have full 
power at fires."
